POLICY 


If, in her policies towards 
China, moral considerations do 
not carry great weight with 
Japan, one would have thought 
that the materialistic factor, 
represented ‘by — trading op- 
portunities, would have been 
suflicient to exercise a restrain- 
ing influence on those cle- 
ments which adhere. to the doc- 
trine of force for the settlement 
of disputes between the two 
Business men in 
Japan must thoroughly realise 
that the methods at present be- 
ing employed will ruin 
commerce for many years to 
come. Japan's own prosperity 
depends on peace in’ China. 
Sir Erie Teichman has done well 
to point out that Britain’ and 
the United States have always 
aimed at) the creation of 
strong, and stable. Central 
Government in China, ruling 9 
united people. Japan, on the 
other hand, has always sought 
to deal with regional authorities 
when disputes arise, a policy 
which strikes at the very roots 
of the unity and stubility of the 
country. Despite the inumer- 
able difficulties with which ‘she 
has been faced, China has in 
recent years made marked pro- 
gress towards complete unity, 
but Japan, so far from assisting 
that process, has — continued 
along the lines of secking to 
separate one part of the country 
from another. Her latest ven- 
ture, however, is proving a 
boomerang, inasmuch as it is! 
consolidating China as uo other 
circumstance could have done. 
There is evidence everywhere of 
strong support for the Central 
Government in its resistance to 
Japan’s aggression, and it is 
eloquent of world opinion that 
all the sympathy is with China 
in her hour of trial, From ,no. 
source, even the most jingoistic, 
is Japan's policy | approved. 
Relying on,her own strength, 
Japan still persists in defying 
adverse world opinion, but 
having gone so far, it is difficult 
to visualise her drawing back 
from the venture upon which 
she has embarked.

N a smooth, preen, 

slumberous stretch of 

Sussex, so peaceful 
that the four cottages - in 
view seem deserted, there 
rises, slender, soaring, 2 
miniature Eiffel Tower. 
From a platform 16 feet up 
its 137 feet of height comes 
the sound of machinery.

They are drilling for oil, 

Some millions of years ago the 
Susvex weald was green with oea- 
water instead’ of grass, With 
the tidal recession that cut Bri- 
tain off from the Continent, 
myriads of shell-fish were left on 
the new dry land. ‘They seeped 
into the strata of shale that in- 
terleave other rocks’ below the 
surface. 

With the incredible pressure 
through time of the contractions 
of the earth they turned to 
fossils. Marine plants, — tov, 
have turned to fossils. And it 
is the belief of scientists that 
oil is formed by the decomposi- 
tion’ of these organisms, : 

Another condition is necessary 
for the production of of] in bulk: 
a “wrinkle” in the crust of the 
earth in which it can collect. 


i 
The great oil magnates of the 
world, with their cohorts of ex- 
perts and their army of ac- 
tunries, have determined in cold 
figures that the present known 
sources of supply of petroleum 


oil in the world will be exhausted” 


within 50 years—or less. So 
they are searching the earth for 
potential new supplies. 

Geologists are the detectives 
in this world-wide hunt. They 
looked over Britain, where odd 
farmers reported: streaks of oil 
on .he surface of their wells. 
They found in the South the 
Wealden Arch, a gigantic wrinkle 
spanning the ancient “Palacozoic 
Floor.” They said: “Here isa 
good chance to find oil in Bri- 
tain.” . 

More explorations, more cal- 
culations were = made. And 
Grove Hill, near the village of 
Hellingly (pronounce it Helling- 
lie), they determined was one of 
the most promising points on 
the arch. 

Legal difficulties, _ political 
problems had to be solved. In 
1934 an Act was passed grant- 
ing to certain stated companies 
the right to drill. 

And so the little Eiffel Tower 
—actually a derrick—rises be- 
tween Springham Wood and No- 
body's Wood, in the green 
Sussex Weald, . 

Certain facts the drillers—the 
Anglo-American Oil Company— 
know: they know that the 
Palacozoic Floor—the ancient 
rock formation that forms the 
basis of the whole continent of 
Europe-—is, at this puint, be- 
tween 4,000 and 5,000 feet below 
the surface. 

That is not much: there is one 
oil well in’ Texas 12,600 feet 
deep. They know that, if oil is 
not found about the Floor, it will 
not be found at all. 

Now, even as you read this, 
they are drilling. Driving down- 
ward through the carth, through 
sund and shale, limestone, sand- 
stone, slate, chalk, oven bits of

Four 
great chains, surprisingly loose, 
rattle and) bang as the engine 
works, Suspended from the 
perk of the derrick, crowned 
with the Union Jack, 137ft. 
above the ground is a block and 


tatkle from which depends the 


drill. “ta

The top section of the drill is 
n square shaft which fits into a 
square hole in the drum. As the 
drum rotates—at anything be- 
tween 80 to 200 revolutions a 
minute, according to the type of 
reck one is going through at the 
moment—the drill rotates. . 

The actual drilling instrument 
may be either “fishtail” or “rock- 
metal divided in the centre. One 
half is flanged forwards, one half 
backwards. On the two blades 
thus formed, a resident welder 
puts a crenellated insert of tuny- 
aten carbide—the hardest sub- 
stance -known save diamonds— 
and covers this with a top dress- 
ing of steel with a wedgre-shaned 
edie. 

As the drill rotates the steel 
wears away, leaving the tung- 
sten' points like jagged teeth. 
These, too, wear away in time. 
When the drill ‘gets bint the 
whole thing is hauled up and a 
new blude attached, This hap- 
pens two or three times in 24 
hours. ‘ 

For hard rock, such as lime- 
stone, the rock-bit is used: oa 
complex arrangement of tripli- 
cate toothed wheels of steel. The 
life’of such a bit is two days; 
the cost, £25. After use it is 
thrown away—the metal is: too 
“tired” to be retempered. ‘ 

From time to time, to take a 
sample of the rock, a “core drill” 
is utluched to the shaft. This 
tukes a cylindrical chunk out of 
the earth, much as an emply 
cocou tin, pressed down into a, 
cake and, withdrawn, would take 
a cylindrical section out of the 
cake, 

The resident geologist inspects

The first core was taken at a 
depth of 118 feet. 

At the surface of the carth 
in the ground is 22 
inches across. further down it 
gets smaller, for they fit smal- 
ler drillge 
--Ags the drill bites ity way inte 
the earth ‘mud—just plain mud 
—is forced down with it.. The 
mud acts as a lubricant; it sof- 
tens the rock which . the drill 
is piercing; and, by an hydrau- 
lic system, it is forced up inside 
the drill and carries with it the 
particles of crushed rock which 
the drill has displaced, 

Above the drill as it descends 
are fixed pipes, in 80ft. lengths. 
These are cylindrical. They are 
inserted between the square 
shaft held in the-drum and the 
drill itself. Each section is 
serewed on by hand, then tigh- 
tened by machinery. 

Through the pipe rise mud and 
chips. Through it, too, will rise 
the oi]—if and when found. 


Wheir the drill is hauled up 
for changing, the pipe is taken 
to pieces in sections of three 
lenyths—90 ft. at a time, These - 
are stacked inside the derrick, 
resting: on the platform, with 
their upper ends near the der- 
rick’s top. 7 

Each 90ft, piece is hauled up 
by the tackle swinging in the 
centre of the derrick, and re- 
placed by the same means when 
the drill goes down again, 

They reckon to get through 
an average of 100 ft. to 300ft. in 
24 hours. By the end of this 
month they will know finally and 
decisively whether they have 
spent £15,000 or £20,000 for no-_ 
thing or not. . 4 

To pay, an oil well must pro- 
duce at least 16,000 tons of oil 
through its life. It is loaded 
into ‘barrels each holding 36 
yatlons. 

To prevent the hole getting 
choked steel tubes are sunk to 
line the walls. To keep water 
from forcing its way in ‘con- 
crete is forced between the outer 
surface of the hole itself. 

One of the gravest dangers 
in drilling is the fracture of a 
pipe or drill. In such a case 
special tools on the drill-end 
fish_for the fragnients ~ in the 
impenetrable subterranean dark. 
This is a real danger. Such a - 
fracture may hold up work for 
six months, Consequently they 
never drive the drill too fast.

And before you condemn 
these, oil-drillers as defacers of 
the countryside, money- grub- 
bers destroying beauty, apos- 
tles of a materialist civilisation, 
bear in mind that to get you a 
couple of gallions of petrol for 
your car or.a drop of oil for your 
bicycle, these men take their 
lives in their hands.

But, 
as I lett the rig with its rending 
noise and desolate mud-tanks, 
and went back into the country,

Jn‘ 
many cases their sight fs better than © 
that of others with slight deficlencies . 
which are unsurpected .

“NATURAL” PITCHES 


Sunshine is cricket's finest tonle: 
Tt routs pessimism and-puts to shame 
the stunting “reformers.” Under the 
Influence of recent blue skies even 
those who carller in the senson were 
declaring that the game was losing 
{ts appeal have begun to perceive Its 
beauties, Crowds have rallied to 
the grounds in the old, enthustastic 
way.. Yet right in the middle of 
something close to a heat wave, with 
oH manner of Jolly things happening, 
with big totals and small totals 
standing side by side, and with 
plenty of quick finishes, G, O. Allen 
has been telling us that county 
cricket will soon be bankrupt unless 
a drastic change is made in the 
preparation” of wickets. “Back to 
nature” is his slogan. ; 

Now there is no doubt that i 
some ways artificial pitches—doped" 
pliches as they are now called— 
have had a bad jnfluence on the 
game: They have produced scores 
out of all proportion to the skill of 
certain batsmen, they have caused a 
great many dull draws, But 
speak of them, as G. O, Allen and 
many others speak of them, as if 
they were a comparatively recent 
Innovation, and to say that batting 
of the past was brighter because 
wickets -were less . easy,- In to go 
against the facts. ‘ 

The artificial preparation of wic- 
kets began in the late ninctics and 
flourished in the early seasons of the 
new century. Never’ has scoring 
been higher or bowling more handl- 
capped than at that period. Batsmen 
who possessed Jittle more than an 
elongated forward stroke scored their 
centuries. It was an era of run-

“There Is no doubt that, for the sake 
of the game itself, we — should 
endeavour to bring Individual scores 
within a rensonable compnss. . . .

At the 
same period.A. G. Steel spoke of 
wickets which were “utterly devoid 
of oll life and electricity, on which 
the fastest bowler could not make 
the ball fse above half-stump high.” 
Now this, let me emphasise, was 
nearly forty years ago. Not so very 
new, the “doped” pitch, after all! 

The situation was considered’ so 
bad that early in this century the 
M.C.C, {issued a request to the county 
committees to prevent the gfrounds- 
men ‘from employing top dressing on 
their wickets. In_some cases the re~ 
quest had an ‘influence for na time. 
But gradually the “hope” was 
brought back again, It has been 
back ever since. 

WHEN ATTACK IS DEFENCE 

G. O. Allen and others suggest 
that the cause of much slow cricket 
comes from a_ bowler's despair. 
Bowlers—that is the theory~are 50 
convinced that the wicket will not 
give them any help that they keep 


vont: 


«| a negative length, not far enough up 


to drive, not short enough to hools, 
and walt for batsmen to get them- 
selves out through impatience. It js 
unfortunately true that such tactles 
are often seen nowadays. But they 
were also used by the late Victorians 
and the Edwardions, whose “off 
theory” also became notorious. The 
big difference between then and now 
is that the batsmen of old relied 
chiefly upon forward play, while the 
modern batsmen are almost exclu- 
sively back players. The “old school” 
rammed forward hard, and if the 
timing were correct there was 
enough power. behind the’ stroke to 
push the ball to the boundary. In 
these days a forward stroke is a 
rarity. The general practice 1s for 
the batsman to step in front of his 
stumps to a fast bowler exactly ns 
he would to a slow, and to place 
himeclf in such o position that an 
In-front-of-the-wicket stroke of any 
power {s almost impossible. The 
reason given for the employment of 
such tactics {fs thnt present-duy

Iam only thirty, I was too young 
to fight againat them In 1914, But 
some of my older comrades, such 
as Honry Lacloche and Jean Dary, 
have experienced the courage of 
the Germans in the World. War. 
I found this out for myself in 
Spain, i ae 

The Germans have a wonderful 
fighting spirit and a gripping 
tenacity. When you fight against 
a German you know for sure that 
one of the two antagonists wilt not 
come out of the battle allye. 

‘The German flyer always holds 
on, he nover gets glittery, even 
when his acroplanc has been 
severcly damaged by well-placed 
machine gun fire. . 

As long os the pilot is not se- 
vercly wounded, as long as the 
vital parts of the acroplanc are In- 
tact he goes on fighting. 

Ie fooks for trouble. His mo- 
chine gun fire {fs always accurate, 
As soon as his opponent weakens 
he brings him down, The Germans 
aro experienced fighters. - 

Though our convictions and poll- 
tieal-opinions vary greatly, 1 am 
obliged to. show my admiration for 
these marvellous pilots, these re- 
markable sharpshooters, these 
soldiers, 

The Germans are real soldfers. .. 

1 hnd the luck to bring down 
twa German pursuit planes, How- 
ever It {s not the purpose of this 
article to tell you the story of these 
epic fights, I undoubtedly had lots 
of luck. My machine was fled

with the Russlans: and we always 
admired their skill, That's why 
we can ascertain that they are the 
most redoubtable pilots of the 
Spanish sky. : : 

Their technique, thelr natural 
gift for the most complicated acro- 
batics, the mathematical precision 
of thelr machine-gun fire, thelr 
extraordinary contempt for death, 
place ‘them above all others. 

A Jone Russian pilot will carry 
without hesitating a firht against 
eight or more encmy pursuit, 
planes. He will succumb, perhaps, 
but he will never give in. 

I must admit that they are well 
helped by first-class material, The 
Russian acroplanes are superior to 
all the types which have been 
sent to Spain, they are far more 
dangerous weapons than the 
Ttallan and the German machines. 

Unfortunately, the Russians sent 
only very few aeroplanes, and 
those at the berinning of the war. 

Asa rule, one finds fn Spain sIx 


-Ttalian or German muichines, for 


one Russian platie. So jt is only on 
account of the Incredible quality 
of the pilots and of the machines 
that the Russians ean face, and 
often victoriously, the tremendous 
quantity ‘of material that the 
Italians and Germans Keep on 
pouring to Franco, 

The Russtans are exceptionally 
well-traincd pilots. . 

At the age of’ 25 most Russian 


military pilots can boast of a fy- 


ing time of well over 2,000 hours. 
Some of them who were under 30 
hod around 3,000 flying hours.

aerial tactics, Individually they 
are at least os good as the 
Germans, 


In group formation thoy outclass - 


all the afr armies in tho world,

CHINESE ART EXHIBITION 


Features of Local 
Display 


The Exhibition of Chinese paint- 
ings by local Chinese artists ex- 
hibited Intcly at the Second National 
Exhibition at Nanking and which is 
now held at the Chinese Y.W.C.A., 
38¢ Bonham Road until Saturday 
under the auspices of the Hongkong 
Working Artists Guild, completes 
the series of Chinese art exhibitions 
sponsored by the Gulid. It does not 
claim to include the entire amount 
of entries submitted by local artists, 
ag owing to the absence of their 
pictures not yet returned to them nt 
this Inte date, one or two artists 
have been unable to participate in 
this show. Thus Mr. Lau Kwan- 
yam, one. of the participants, 
instead sent in a picture which was 
formerly shown at the Kwangtung 
Provincial Exhibition at Canton. 

A- rapid glance of the pictures 
reveals at once the greater 
proportion of the entries sent In by 
Mr. Pau Shiu-yau and his students, 
and he is to be congratulated for 
having been so successful in his 
teaching on the one hand ‘and in the 
acceptance of his students’ work by 
the Exhibition Committce at Nanking 
on the other, ‘ 

To begin with, Mr. -Pau’s' “Land- 
seape” (J) and “Pine Trees” (2) 
show his masterful treatment of 
follnge in general and of pine tree 
in particular, In “Fishermen's 
Village” (54) his rendering {s rather 
realistic than symbolic. In No. 48 
he has composed successfully—at ‘the 
sume time quite interestingly—the 
various kinds of Chinese junks and 
stils. 

Of his pupils’ paintings of 
Phoenixes, perhaps the most delicate 
und highly accomplished is “White 
Phoenix” (15) by Miss Chau Sze-yin, 
while “Lady on Grass" (38) by Miss 
Tsang Yuen-wan attains the same 
high level of crastsmanship on an 
unusually large scale.

Heavy. Bombardment 


Shanghai, Aug. 26. (9.30 fm.) 

Japanese warships In the lower 
Whangpoo opened a terrific bombard- 
ment of Chapei, Kiangwan and 
Tasang this morning, with thelr 
heaviest guna, covering the Japanese 
Infantry advance from Woosung. 
Chinese batteries in Chapei are occa- 
sionally sheeling Hongkew, where 
the Japanese launched an offensive at 
mid-night. 

The combined rattles of machine- 
guns massed along the flame-fringed 
northern boundary of Shanghat 
swelled_to a roar when the attack 
commenced, which grenades punctu- 
ated.. Tanks pushed through the 
debris of battle and engaged uny 
enemy they sighted. 

Then, about 3.90 om. there was 
n brief lull in hostilities in’ the 
Shanghai area, Even the Japanese 
naval bombardment of near-by dis- 
{riet subsided. At approximately 
5 um. however the warships inten- 
sifted their bombardment of 
Chapel, Kiangwan and Tazang, 
where they are attempting to break 
the stiff morale . of crack Chinese 
all 
day and shelling all night. 

Chinese batteries which earlier had 
been shelling Hongkew were silent 
duringt the Japanese lull, but Uiey too 
chimoured again when the bombard- 
ment reopened. Flames are shooting 
into the sky two-thirds of the length 
of Honykew's northern boundary 
and curving north into the Yangtse- 
poo district. 


Claim Warships Hit 


According to a Central Nets des- 
pateh, the United States Embassy: has 
denied that-two American warships 
ire lying: in. Paochen Harbour, off 
Tsungming Islnnd, Im respense to a 
query from the Nanking Foreign 
Offlce. On learning this, the Chinese 
claimed that two damaged Japanese 
warship at this point were flying. the 
American flasp to hide their identity!

A high oficial of the Chinese Gov- 
ernment told Reuter to-day had 
some of the Chinese trvops,to-day had 
already begun to withdraw a certain 
distance from the North Station sec- 
tor, for tactical reasons. 

The offieilnl explained that this line 
would change its position at certain 
points, though the North Station it- 
self is still held by Chinese troops. 

It is authoritatively stated that the 
erack troops of the First Division 
manning the positions north of Soo- 
chow Creek are being replaced by 
militiamen.—Reuter. 

The North Station positions and 
those nlong the boundary of the In- 
ternationnl Scttlement are particular- 
ly dangerous, since as the Japanese 
advance toward Tazang and Chenju 
the road of retreat cuntantly narrow. 
During the 1932 operations, the 
North Station was one of the last 
positions vacated by the retreating 
Chinese, and they were only a short 
distance ahead of the Japanese who 
marched to cut them off.—Reuter. 


Heavy Japanese Pressure 


. Shanghai, Aug. 25 (9 a.m.). 

The dawn of the fourteenth day 
of the Shanghai war found the 
Chinese — artillery from hidden 
emplacements In ‘the North Station 
area stendily bombarding the 
Jupanese positions at Hongkew, 
without any respon . 

Meanwhile, decisive developments 
are expected to be wilh doin the 
Shanghal area within the next few 
days. 

Although both sides 
cesses, Independent sources. agree 
t the Japanese pressure, es- 
pecially from warships, has been tvo 
strong for China, It is even reported 
that the Chincse forces have begun 
a withdrawal from Kiangwan, but 
the Chinese contend that any troup 
movements which may. have taken 
place arc merely part of the re- 
dispositioning plans.—Reuter,

A SHORT-SIGHTED 
POLICY 


If, in her policies towards 
China, moral considerations do 
not carry great weight with 
Japan, one would have thought 
thit the materialistic factor, 
represented by trading — op- 
portunities, would have been 
sufficient, to exercise a restrain- 
ing influence ‘on those — ele- 
ments which adhere to the doc- 
trine of force for the settlement 
of disputes between the two 
nations. -Business. men — in 
Japan must thoroughly realise 
that the methods at present he- 
ing employed will ruin 
commerce .for many years to 
come. Japan's own prosperity 
depends on pence. in China, 
Sir Erie Teichman has done well 
to point out that Britain, and 
the United States have always 
aimed at the creation of a 
strong and — stable Central 
Government in China, ruling a 
united people. Japan, on the 
other hand, has always sought 
to deal with regional authorities 
when disputes arise, a policy 
which strikes at the very roots 
of the unity and stability of the 
country. Despite the inumer- 
able difficulties with which she 
has been faced, China has in 
recent yenrs made marked pro- 
gress towards complete unity, 
but Japan, so far from assisting 
that process, has continued 
along the lines of seeking to 
separate one part of the country 
from another. Wer latest ven- 
ture, however, is proving a 
boomerang, inasmuch, as it is 
‘consolidating China as no other 
circumstance conld have done. 
There is evidence everywhere of 
atrong support for the Central 
Government .in its resistance to 
Japan’s aggression, and ‘it is 
eloquent of world opinion that 
all the sympathy is with China 
in her hour of trial.

England

N 2 smooth, green, 

shumberous stretch of 

Sussex, so peaceful 
that the four cottages in 
view seem deserted, there 
rises, slender, soaring, a 
miniature  iffel Tower.

They are drilling for oil. 

Some millions of years ayo the 
Sugsex weald was green with sea- 
water instend of grass. “With 
the tidal recession that cut Bri- 
tain off from the Coritinent, 
myriads of shell-fish were left on 
the new dry land. They seeped 
into the strata of shale that in- 
terleave other rocks below the 
surface. 

With the incredible pressure 
through time of the contractions 
of the. carth they turned to 
fossils. Marine plants, — too, 
have turned to fossils. And it 
is the belief of scientists that 
oil is formed by the decomposi- 
tiun of these organisms. 

Another condlition is necessary 
for the production of oil in bulk:

Driving down- 
ward through the earth, through 
sand and siale, limestone, sand- 
stone, slate, chalk, even bits of 
wood in process of turning to 
coal, .-scanning ‘the deposits 
brought up by the drill for traces 
of the viscous fluid that is the 
basis of modorn transport.

The top section of the drill is 
a square shaft which fits into a 
square hole in the drum, . As the 
drum rotates—at anything be- 
tween 80 to 200 revolutions a 
minute, according to the type of 
rock one is going through at the 
moment—the drill rotates. 

The actual drilling instrument 
may be cither “fishtail” or “rock- 
metal divided in the centre. One 
half is flanged forwards, one half 
backwards, On the two blades 
thus formed, a resident welder 
puts a crenellated insert of tung- 
sten carbide—the hardest sub- 
stance known save diamonds— 
and covers this with a top dress- 
ing ot stecl with a wedge-shaped 
edge. 

As the drill rotates the stecl 
wears away, leaving the tung- 
sten points. like jagged teeth, 
These, too, wear away in time. 
When the drill gets blunt the 
whole thing is hauled up and a 
new blade attached. This hap- 
pens two, or three times. in 24 


For hard roek, such as lime- 

stone, the rock-bit is used: a 
complex arrangement of tripli- 
cate toothed wheels of steel. The 
life of such a bit is two days; 
the cost, £25. After use it is 
thrown away—the metal is too 
“tired”-to be retempered. 
’ From time to time, to take a 
sample of the rock, a “core drill” 
is attached to the shaft. This 
takes a cylindrical chunk out of 
the earth, much as.an empty 
cocoa tin, pressed down into a 
cake and withdrawn, would take 
a cylindrical section out of the 
cake. . : 

The resident geologist inspects 
the chunk and keeps in a shed 
a permanent record of the strata 
which have already been pierced. 
The first core was taken at a 
depth of 118 [ect. 

At_the surface of the earth 
the Fidle ‘in the ground iy 22 
inches across. Further down it 
gets smaller, for they «fit dmal- 
ler drills. 

.. Ag the drill bites its way. into 
the earth mud—just plain mud 
—is forced down with it. The 
mud acts as a lubricant; it sof- 
tens the rock which the drill 
is piercing; and, by an hydrau- 
lic system, it is forced up inside 
the drill and carries with it the 
particles of crushed rock which 
the drill has displaced. 

Above the drill as it descends 
are fixed pipes in 30ft. lengths. 
These are cylindrical. They are 
inserted between the square 
shaft held in the drum and the 
drill itself. Each section is 
screwed on by hand, then tigh- 
tened by machinery. | 
- Through the pipe rise mud and 
chips. Through it, too, will rise 
the oil—if and when found. 


When the drill is hauled up- 
for changing, the pipe is taken 
to pieces in sections of three 
longths—90 ft. at a time, These 
are stacked inside the derrick, 
resting on the platform, with 
their upper ends near the der- 
rick’s top. > 

Each 90ft. piece is hauled up, 
by the tackle swinging in the 
centre of the derrick, and re- 
placed by the same means when 
the drill goes down again, 

They reckon to get through 
an average of 100 ft. to 300ft. in 
24 hours. By the end of this 
month they will know finally and 
decisively whether they have 
spent £15,000 or £20,000 for no- 
thing or not. . 

- To pay, an oil well must pro- 
duce at least 16,000 tons. of oil 
through its -life. It is loaded 
into barrels each holding 35 
gallons, 

’ fo prevent the hole getting 
choked steel tubesy are sunk to 
line the walls. To keep water 
from forcing its way in con- 
erete is forced between the outer 
surface of the hole itself. 

One of the gravest dangers 
in drilling is the fracture of o 
pipe or drill, In such a case 
special tools.on the drill-end 
fish for the fragments in the 
impenetrable subterranean dark. 
This is a real danger. Such a 
fracture may hold up work for 
six months. Consequently they 
never drive the drill too fast.

And before you condemn 
these oil-drillers as defacers of 
the countryside, money- grub- 
bers destroying beauty, apos- 
tles of a materialist civilisation, 
bear in mind that to get you a 
couple of galllons of petrol for 
your car or a drop of oil for your 
bicyele, these men take their 
lives in their hands, There is 
heroism as well as industrialism 
in the oil game.

to genérate a spark: as metal 
strikes metal. There needs only 
to be a strike of oil for it to 


‘gush upwards. to meet such a 
-spark. and .the whole.rig is in... 


danger of going up in flames. 
First-class equipment cuts the 
risk to a minimum. 

So the gambie goes on. Al- 
ready two drillings—one at Hen- 
field, Sussex, another near Ports- 
mouth—have been tried without 
success. If the one at Hellingly 
fails, they will sink a well eight 
miles from Edinburgh. But, 
us I left the rig with its rending 
noise and desolate mud-tanks, 
and went back into the country, 
I wondered if success—even un- 
attended by flaming tragedy— 
might not cut the last two syll- 
abies from the hamiet’s name.

But if the number of 
men and women with first-class cyc+ 
sight Is stendlly decreasing, the posl- 
tlon Is not so bad as St might appear, 

First of all, we have to remember 
that millions of cases of deficient 
cyeslght are recognised and treated 
to-day, whereas 60 years ago they 
might not have been found. ; 

On the road, in offices and fac- 
tories, and even in the home we use 
our oyes for close work much more 
thon our grandfathers did, Then, 


again, spectacles .are no longer the 
hondicap they were once considered. 
The war showed that n spectacled _. 
soldier could be efficient. . 

A man with deficient eyesight 
wearing! proper glasses is under few ° 
hundicaps to-day, A few trades are 
ba red to him, but he can ‘play 
games, shoot, drive, and so on as 
well as his more fortunate brothers. 

-Unbrenkable lenses have removed 
the danger of playing such games as 
cricket in glasses. Examples could 
be given of first-class cricketers who 
weur + glasses, Spectacied players 
have appeared at Wimbledon. 

The visual abilities of a spectacied 
mon or women should be judged 
when they are wearing glasses. In 
mnny cases their sight ts better than 
that of others with slight deficiencles 
which are unsuspected. Lo : 

The cyesight test required of 
motorists. js excecdingly simple, yet. 
between December and May last 350 
falled to rend an identification plate.

WHEN ATTACK IS DEFENCE 

G. O. Alen and, others suggest 
that the cause of much slow cricket 
comes from a_ bowler's despnir, 
Bowlers—that fs the theory—are 50 
convinced that the wicket” will not 
kive them any help that they keep 
a negative length, not far enough up 
to drive, not short enough to hook, 
and walt for batsmen to aet theme 
selves out through Impatience, It fs 
unfortunately true that such tactics 
are often seen nowadays. But they 
were also used by the late Victorians 
and the Edwardians, whose 
theory” also-becname notorious.

mained a more courageous game. 
But, although many people urge the 
banning of the “dope. some of us 
have reluctantly realised that events 
have now shaped. such o course that 
it will never be abolished, for wie- 
‘kets nalurally prepared mean high- 
rising balls, nasty, naughty bumpers 
which threaten the ribs—if not the 
head. On natural Wickets even 
good-length, fast balls often kick 
viciously, and batsmen for yearg past 
have been necustomed to gather their 
runs in such comfort that o ball 
which gets up a few Inches above 
the stumps is regarded as a menace 
to Hmb—not to mention Ife. Their 
techique is not designed to manage 
anything except tranquil bowling. 
If “dope” were banned the ball 
would fly. high, and there would be 
Joud protests, Cricketers who re- 
gard a bang on the hand as an out- 
tage are not the people to accept 
natural wickets. A few | “high 
and ‘the conditions would 
be considered murderous, and out 
would come the artifielal preparation 
again, even as It did in spite of the 
M.C.C.'s protest so many years ago. 

It is sometimes sald that artiActal 
wickets killed fast bowling. What 
killed a possible revival of fast bowl- 
ing was the county captalns’ “gentle-~ 
men's.ngreement."" An outcome of It 
is that Ifa rising ball happens to hit 
a batsman, the bowler js at once told 
to “pitch them up.” But a fost bow- 
ler without his bumper is handicap- 
ed os) much as a slow bowler 
forbidden to use spin. Note that one 
of Lord Huarris’s complaints against 
artificial wickets was that on them 
the ball did not “bounce nearly as 
high.” Most of the famous fast 
bowlers of what is known as “the 
golden age" made free use of the 
high-risers—rib-roasters, as they 
were called—and batsmen accepted 
them as part of the day's work, “Ym 
brulsed all over,” sald Hayes, of Sur- 
rey, then a novice, to Tom Hayward 
after facing Woodcock for the first 
time. “Well, you aren't killed, are 
you?” sald Hayward. “Not Then 
what are you moaning about?" Now 
a return to natural wickets would 
mean more bruises, and to-day a 
brulse ja regarded as evidence - of 
criminal assault by the bowler; 1

- chine gun fire is always accurate, 
fs soon as his opponent weakens 
he brings him down, The Germans 
are experienced fighters. 

Though our convictions and poll- 
tical opinions vary greatly, I am 
obliged to.show my admiration for 
these marvellous pilots, these re- 
markable sharpshooters, these 
soldiers, 

The Germans are real soldiers. . « 

1 had the luck’ to bring down 
two German pursuit planes. How- 
ever it Is not the purpose of this 
article to tell you the story of these 
eple nights, I undoubtedly had lots
